has remained on the rolls of the college affiliat 
ed for the M . Sc . ( INursing ) course for ono 
semester preceding the examplation and sub 
mits the following certifcates signed by the 

Principal of the college : 
(1) of having satisfactory record of professional 

work and conduct; 
( ii ) of having attended not less than 75 % of 

lectures and practical; held in each of the 

subjects prescribed for the first semester , 
3 .2 . The examination in Seond / Third / Fourth Semes 
ter shall be open to a student who has qualified in the 
various subjects as laid down in Regulation 7 and has 
remained on the rolls of the college affiliated for the 
M . Sc . (Nursing ) course for the Semester concerned 
preceding the examination and submits the following 
certificates signed by the Principal of the college : 

(i) of having satisfactory record of professional 

work and conduct; and 
( ii) of having attended not less than 75 % of lec 

tures and practicals prescribed for the Semester 
concerned .

( iii ) 50 % in thesis ; and 

( iv ) 50 % in each Internal Assessment, 
7 .2 . If a candidate fails in any subject he shall have 
to qualify afresh in internal assessment each time ho 
takes examination in that subject. 

7. 3. If a candidate qualifles in at least 50 per cent 
of the subjects of the first and second semesters, he 
shall be allowed to qualify in the remaining subject / 
subjects at the supplementary cxamination in July / 
Aug ist of the same year . 

If he fails to qualify in the remaining subject / subjects 
at the supplementary examination , he shall have to re 
peat the whcle course . 

If he does not clear all the subjects of the first and 
second semesters within two years of his admission to 
the first year class , he shall not be allowed to sit for or 
to appear in the examination and shall not be allowed 
to continue with the course . 

7 .4 . A candidate who qualifies in at least 75 per cent 
of the subjects of the first und second semesters may 
be a lowed to join provisionally the third semester class 
and to appear in the remaining subjects of the first and 
second semesters along with third semester examination . 
If he does not qualify in the remaining subjects of the 
first and second semesters, his result of the third semester 
examination shall be cancelled and he shall have to re 
peat the whole course . 

7 .5 . If a cindidate qualifics in at Icast 50 per cent 
of the subjects of the third and fourth semesters, he 
shall be allor ed to qualify in the remaining subject/ 
subjects at the supplementary examination in July / 
August of the same year. 


If he fails to qualify in the remaining subject /subjects , 
he st all have to repeat the whole course . . 

8 .1 . As soon as possible after the examination , the 
Registrar shall publish the result of all candidates . 

8 .2 . Successful candidates shall be classified as under, 
on the total aggregate number of marks obtained in 
Part I and Part II examinations taken together :
